The Romulus Beautification 
Committee has been singled out 
from among more than 100 other 
Michigan communities to receive 
Keep Michigan Beautiful Inc.’s.

Mayor William M. Oakley, in a 
letter to the Romulus City Council 
last week announced the award by 
congratulating the members of the 
committee on their “outstanding job 
of involving the entire city in a wide 
variety of projects and 
beautification activities, the effects 
of which have far outlasted the 

State blocks 
access site 
to area lake 

A natural access site on Belleville 
Lake used by scores of boaters was 
not blocked last week by vandals as 
believed, but was barricaded with 
several tons of debris on orders of 
the state. 

Investigation by the Enterprise 
revealed that the order to block the 
access site on Haggerty Road just 
north of Huron River Drive was 
given by A1 Olson, excess property 
representative for the Michigan 
Dept, of Transportation. 

Although he admitted giving the 
order, Olson did not know who ac- 
tually placed the tons of broken 
concrete slabs and culvert across 
the access site on the west side of 
Haggerty Road. He said it could 
have been don° *>y the department’s 
maintwao^Twfeion. , 

However, George 'heitner, a 
neighbor and chairman of the 
township’s safety commission, 
commented, “I wouldn’t be sur- 
prised if a group of concerned 
citizens paid to have it done.” 

Heifner had recently announced 
strong support for Gil Gillespie, new 
owner of a nearby privately 
operated marina where boaters 
must pay to launch their craft in the 
water. 

Gillespie and his wife, Sandy, 
recently purchased the Guenther’s 
Marina and renamed it Sandy’s 
Marina. Their marina sits across the 
lake west from the blocked natural 
access site. 

Gillespie was upset over a picture 
of the blocked access site in last 
week’s Enterprise because he felt 
the caption indicated he was 
responsible. 

He denied having anything to do 
with the physical blocking of the 
access site, but did admit to making 
numerous complaints to the state 
about its continued use by boaters 
putting their craft into the lake at no 
charge. 

The only other access site for 
boats to the lake is one recently built 
by the state Dept, of Natural 
Resources (DNR) that is located 
west of Sandy’s Marina. 

Oddly enough, the Enterprise 
learned that the DNR had ordered 
its launching site closed. It had 
informed Van Buren Township that 
rather than operate at a loss, it 
would let Sandy’s have the business 
for the rest of the boating season. 

A routine call from the township to 
the DNR prompted a department 
spokesman to state its access site 
had been closed for “political 
reasons.” 

Heifner, who strongly resents 
boaters using the natural access 
site, said serious problems could 
result if the township attempted to 
move the debris blocking the 
launching site. He said “Private 
Property” signs approved by the 
state are supposed to be erected by 
the Wayne County Road Com- 
mission. 

However, Sup. Pat Cullin said, 
“The township will not be involved 
with blocking or unblocking the 
access site to Belleville Lake 
because it is on state property.” 

She was at a loss to explain what 
the DNR meant by “political 
reasons” for closing its access site.

Reward grows in murder 


The reward for the arrest and 
conviction of the murderer of a 
Romulus gasoline operator who was 
slain last Dec. 1 has now reached 
$5,000. 

Romulus City Council recently 
voted to add $500 to the reward 
money offered to find who killed 
Thomas Havard, 51, in the early 
hours of that winter day last year. 


Thus far, Havard’s ex-wife, Dolly 
Havard, has offered $2,000, which 
was matched by the Detroit News 
under its secret witness program. 
The News also will match the $500 
put up by the city of Romulus, 
making the total reward $5,000 in all. 

According to the victim’s ex-wife 
Havard was shot by an unknown 
assailant and found dead by a 
passerby who came to her residence 


across the street to notify her of the 
crime. 

Havard operated the TH Gas Co. 
at the corner of Ecorse and Hannan 
roads. 

Mrs. Havard pleaded that anyone 
with information about who shot and 
killed her ex-husband should notify 
the Detroit News secret witness 
program immediately.

County meets payroll... 


Paychecks for em- 
ployees of Wayne 
County are questionable 
these days, after the 
county met its payroll 
“successfully/* but 
barely, Aug. 30. 

County officials, 
however, are 
“aggressively pursuing 
every other alternate 
means” to keep em- 
ployees working and to 
continue public ser- 
vices, according to the 
chairman of the County 
Board of Com- 
missioners. 

Although he admitted 
the near possibility of 
“payless” paydays or 
layoffs or a combination 
of both, Board Chair- 
man Richard E. 
Manning said he was 
confident that the 
county would survive 
until Dec. 1, the 
beginning of a new 
fiscal year. Manning 
made that comment 
after the third turn- 
down from the State 
Municipal Finance 
Commission for per- 
mission to borrow $22 
million on next year’s 
tax revenues and use of 
an additional $5.4 
million the MFC will not 
allow the county to 
spend. 

A suit against both 
those decisions has been 
filed by the County 
Office of Corporation 
Counsel and is pending 
before the State Court of 
Appeals. Manning said 
the state Supreme Court 
has announced that it 
would not rule on a 
simultaneous action 
filed with them until the 
Appellate Court has 
ruled. 

Hc^flUained that 
adllS were u» 
courts to save time if the 
Appellate body decided 
against the county 
petition. “The prospect 
of payless paydays and 
absence of public ser- 
vice dictated that we act 
expeditiously,** said 
Manning. 

The payroll on Sept. 7, 
as will be the one on 
Sept. 14, is covered by a 
last-minute $5.2 million 
released by the State as 
the County's quarterly 
due of revenue sharing 
in state income taxes. 

About half the 
county’s 5,500 em- 
ployees are paid on 
alternate Fridays, 
costing approximately 
$2.5 million each week. 
General fund workers 
were paid last week, 
and paychecks this 
week will go to others 
consisting mostly of 
employees in the 
General Hospital and 
Sheriffs Department. 

“We consider the $5.2 
million last-minute 
relief because the state 
has lately been so 
punitive toward the

county,” said Manning. 
“Ordinarily, we would 
expect that money 
routinely, but this time 
we were in doubt 
because of the state 
attitude.” 

Manning was 
referring to statements 
from Gov. William 
Milliken and other state 
officials refusing 
financial help for the 
county until its 
governing structure is 
reformed. Although 
such a plan waiting 
before the legislature, 
the Governor earlier 
vetoed $5.5 million to 
rescue the county courts 
system until the end of 
this fiscal year, and 
other officials have 
threatened receivership 
amounting to state take- 
over of the county. 

In addition, the State 
Treasurer has declared 


the county audit system 
unworkable and ordered 
a change from county 
methods to state 
practices. 

“We are being 
pressured from every 
side at a time when we 
are almost helpless,” 
Manning said. 
“Because of need from 
the legislature which 
has been in recess, the 
Governor is using the 
Finance Commission, 
the Treasurer and every 
other tool at his disposal 


to worsen rather than 
help our situation. I 
hope, at least, that the 
Court of Appeals 
realizes that we’re 
doing our best even 
when the Governor 
apparently does not.” 

Meantime efforts to 
save money and 
maintain services in- 
clude prospects of a 
shortened work-week, 
delay of cost-of-living 
allowances and 
deferred payment of 
some vendors bills.

City to feel impact 


of new '80 census 


Question: What big events are 
scheduled to happen in 1980 that are 
likely to affect most Romulus 
residents? Answer: The city’s tenth 
birthday celebration; the 1980 
Republican National Convention; 
the 1980 U.S. Census. 

If you answered yes to all three 
questions, you were right. However, 
the 1980 census is the one event 
likely to have some impact on your 
family. It is the goal of the Bureau of 
the Census to count every person in 
the United States next year, which 
will be about 222 million people, no 
small task by any standard. 

Officials accomplish the bulk of 
the work through a massive mailing 
campaign of some 86 million pieces, 
which are to be returned in the mail. 
Approximately 90 percent of the 
population will be covered in this 
manner. The remainder will have to 
be reached in person. 

To count everybody, will require 
four million square feet of office 
space, the establishment of 409 
temporary offices, . 12 permanent 
offices, 6,000 permanent employees 
and 275,000 temporary workers. 

With that organization and that 


army of people, the bureau hopes to 
improve on their record of 1970, 
when 2V* percent of the population 
was not counted. 

To get the census message across 
to everyone, the bureau will soon 
launch a publicity blitz that is 
designed to be seen, in one form or 
another, by every person in the 
country by census day, April 1, 1980. 

After that, the totals must be in 
and counted to present to the 
President of the United States on 
Jan. 1, 1981. Three months later, a 
year after the count began, small 
area date will be presented for 
redistricting. 

These facts and more were 
presented to Romulus officials who 
attended a workshop last week in 
Detroit, sponsored by the Detroit 
Regional Census Advisory Com- 
mittee.

Patrick Hogan and Public In- 
formation Officer Jay Young.

Accused party store robber 


turns out to be kidnapper 


An escape convict serving time for 
kidnapping and accused of robbing a 
Romulus party store earlier this 
year will be examined in 34th 
District Court Wednesday (today) 
before Judge Henry Zaborowski. 

Billy Ray Flannery Jr., 44, of 
Ecorse, was remanded to the Wayne 
County Jail last week by Judge 
Zaborowski who refused bond. 
Flannery faces two counts of armed 
robbery and one of possession of a 
firearm in commission of a felony, 
said Det. Ed Lindberg of the Wayne 
County Sheriff’s Department. 

Lindberg said Flannery and a 
companion on the night of May 28,

1979 went into a Quick-Pick party 
store where he threatened 
customers with a handgun, rifled the 
cash register and took money from 
the wallets of several customers. 
The store is located at 30795 Eureka 
Rd. 

Witnesses at the scene followed 
the two men in their getaway car 
belonged to a patient at Northville 
State Hospital and had been stolen, 
the detective said. 

Lindberg said on Aug. 8, Flannery 
was caught in the act of robbing a 
Southgate party store with a gun by 
local police officers and placed in 
custody. 


After questioning by sheriff’s 
detectives and officers from several 
area police departments, officers 
went to Monroe where Flannery was 
last living. There, they obtained a 
license plate on a car in front of 
Flannery’s residence that was stolen 
from the vehicle used in the 
Romulus robbery, Lindberg said. 

On Sept. 5, Flannery was picked 
out of a lineup by witnesses to the 
Quick-Pick store robbery in May. 
Five dayB later, he admitted rob- 
bing that store and six others in 
Detroit, Lincoln Park and 
Southgate, the detective said. 

Further investigation disclosed 


that Flannery, who first gave police 
Billy Hall as his name, was wanted 
for kidnapping and served about half 
of a 25-year sentence at a federal 
prison. 

Flannery was then placed in a 
treatment center in Detroit, much 
like a half-way house, where 
prisoners were dealt with under a 
honor system. 

The convict decided to vacate the 
premises and did so on Aug. 7, 1978, 
Lindberg explained. 

He said Flannery’s partner has 
fled the state and is being tracked 
down by police authorities.

forgets crash 


he exists on $319 a month

America is the “land of the free 
and home of the brave” and the 
wealthiest nation on earth, but all 
that doesn’t matter to Dennis 
O’Connor as he struggles to survive 
on $316.90 doled out to him by the 
state of Michigan each month. 

Left crippled and with part of his 
brain removed in an operation 
following a motor scooter accident, 
32-year-old O’Connor is a familiar 
sight to Belleville residents as he 
pedals an adult tricycle throughout 
the city. 

Aside from a couple of years doing 
full-time custodial work and such 
odd jobs as washing dishes and 
pumping gasoline, Dennis cannot 
find gainful employment to support 
himself. It seems that no one wants 
him. 

Despite a portion of his brain 
removed by a neurosurgeon in 1965 
and 77 days in a coma, he is sur- 
prisingly articulate, mentally alert 
and capable of carrying on a 
stimulating conversation. He 
definitely seemed able to perform 
white collar work on an average or 
above average level. 

Back in 1965 just a few weeks 
before he was scheduled to graduate 
from Belleville High School, Dennis 
was out riding a motor scooter. 
Traveling north on Belleville Road, 
he turned right onto Tyler Road, but 
his scooter skidded in the loose 
gravel and he was thrown into a 


ditch on his head. 

Dennis’ recollection of many 
events before the accident is com- 
pletely forgotten, wiped out as if by a 
blotter. However, he can remember 
other events and what has been told 
to him by friends and relatives after 
the operation at Wayne General 
Hospital in Westland. He remem- 
bers playing reserve football in high 
school, but cannot recollect playing 
on the varsity team. 

He was told that the doctor who 
operated on him commented that if 
he lived, he would be a “vegetable” 
and probably would never walk or 
talk. 

But, as Dennis relates today, “The 
good Lord had other ideas.” 

Although he wears a brace on his 
right leg from his ankle to his knee 
and his right side is partially 
paralyzed, Dennis can walk 
remarkably well, if somewhat 
haltingly. His speech is only slightly 
slow and he expresses himself quite 
well. 

His accident may have brought 
one blessing. As a youngster in high 
school, Dennis recalls he had a bad 
temper. After his accident and 
operation, his temper flared more 
often and he lost more than one job 
as a dishwasher and custodian. 

As Dennis states today, “I had a 
behavorial problem.” 

Oddly enough, he says, his temper 
now has improved and he no longer 
feels it is as serious as when he was a 
patient at Eloise, Ypsilanti State and 
University of Michigan hospitals.

While he was employed as a 
janitor at U of M Hospital, he at- 
tended Washtenaw Community 
College and earned a certificate 
while taking courses in medical 
technology, psychology and 
technical measurements. 

Even before his tragic accident, 
Dennis had known grief and heart- 
break. His mother died in 1949 when 
he was only three years old and his 
father passed on three years later. 

Young Dennis was reared by his 
grandmother, Isabelle, and her 
husband, his step-grandfather, 
Frank Cebolski, of Van Buren 
Township. After his wreck, he lived 
with them again for less than a year. 

HLs grandmother died in 1968, but 
Frank still lives in the township. 
Denris says he enjoys visiting him 
occasionally and talking to him on 
the telephone. 

Now living in a $16 a day room in 
Belleville, Dennis has few relatives 
left and none who can help him 
financially. An aunt takes him on 
errands in her car, including trips to 
the hospital for blood tests. But, he 
said, her husband is on sick leave 
and they cannot afford to give him 
financial aid. 

A sister of his mother lives in 
Romulus, but she too is unable to 
render monetary help. Dennis has 
no sisters, and his only brother, 
Tom, deserted the U.S. Navy some 
years back. He has not heard from 
or about him for years, he said. 

An uncle, his mother’s brother, 
lives in the Waltz community, but he 
seldom hears from him nor is help 
offered. 

Dennis said, “I would love to have 
a full-time job and work and get paid 
like everyone else. Most of all I 
would like to be able to take care of 
myself.” 

After talking with him for 45 
minutes, it appears that Dennis is 
more than capable of looking out for 
himself and that his mental faculties 
are sharp enough to hold down a 
clerical Job if he is given the op- 
portunity. 

Now in the prime of manhood, 
Dennis finds little to do to pass the 
time and often gets depressed on 
weekends. He doesn’t like to read, so 
he hops on his adult tricycle and 
goes visiting. 

Just north of Five Points, he stops 
at Phil Swan’s locksmith shop and 
shoe repair and sales store. He said 
Phil lets him sweep up, run little 
errands and performs other jobs for 
which he is paid. 


Another of his favorite stops is at 
Andrew’s Pharmacy on Main Street 
in downtown Belleville where he 
chats with the help and whiles away 
the hours. But, his weekends are 
boring and he finds himself falling 
into moods of depression. 

His landlady, although nice, is 86 
years old and senile, and requires a 
woman to come over daily to look 
after her and to clean up after 
Dennis and three other roomers who 
live there. Should something happen 
to his landlady, he does not know 
where he will go. 

His “disability pay” as he calls it 
was once only a little more than $100 
a month. Although it now comes to 
$316.90, it is far too little for anyone _ 
in these inflation-ridden times to "aP- 
even exist upon. 

Towards the end of the month, 

Dennis often finds himself running 
short on funds. Fortunately, 
Robert’s Cafeteria carries him on a 
tab until his check comes in, he 
explains. 

Next Oct. 17, Dennis will be 33 and 
he finds that the years are beginning 
to take their toll on him physically. 

At one time a few years back, he 
could walk fairly fast and got around 
very well. Today, too much exertion 
tires his legs quickly and he is forced 
to take “a lot of medication.” 

A good friend to Dennis has been 
the Belleville Lions Club, which 
^ve him his current adult tricycle 
after his old one broke down due to 
his weight. At Christmas time, he 
said the Lions have given him 
clothes and have paid some of his 
outstanding medical bills. 

Seated and drinking coffee at the 
Golden Boy restaurant in downtown 
Belleville, Dennis looks like any of a 
million other young American men. 

His 5 ’ll” frame is a little pudgy, but 
his full head of dark hair would 
make him look even younger if it 
were not for the neat moustache he 
sports on his upper lip. 

It’s a funny world. Seated, Dennis 
could pass for the president of a 
company, an engineer, a 
businessman or a coach. Standing 
up, he is a nobody who cannot get a 
job. j 

Although it is evident that he 
needs help and plenty of it - a job, 
money, a decent place to live and 
companionship - not once during the 
interview did Dennis ask for or in- 
dicate he needed anything. 

"The meek shall inherit the 
earth.” If not today, perhaps 
someday!

President Jimmy Carter has 
named Dr William Simmons, 
superintendent of the Wayne County 
Intermediate School District, as one 
of 15 members of the Advisory Panel 
on Financing Elementary and 
Secondary Education The panel will 
consider all aspects of financing 
America’s public and private 
schools during the next 10 years 
Congress established the advisory 
panel in the Education Amendments 
of 1978 and specified it would start 
its investigation of school support 
this year Dr. Simmons, who is the 
only Michigander and the only 
representative of an intermediate 


district on the panel, was nominated 
for the honor by Congressman 
William D Ford of the 15th 
Congressional District, a member of 
the House Committee on Labor and 
Education. 

The charge to the panel directs the 
15 members to analyze the trends, as 
well as the problems that affect the 
support of schools and to make 
recommendations for improving the 
efficiency and equity of both state 
and federal systems for raising 
school revenues

Although Ms. Horvath’s unit has 
yet to actually open a single home in 
her Western Wayne County area — 
there have been several sites 
selected, that fell through for one 
reason or another — it’s just a 
matter of time before a group home 
does open. Communities are no 
longer legally allowed to restrict 
group homes from residential neigh- 


Her “territory” is the western half 
of Wayne County, from Plymouth to 
Sumpter Township, from Canton 
Township to Inkster, and every 
community in between. And her job 
is equally as monumental — to 
educate the communities, dispel 
myths and create positive attitudes 
about placement of retarded in- 
dividuals back into the community 
to live a “normal” residential life. 

Denish Horvath is education 
coordinator for the placement unit of 
Northville Residential Training 
Center. She contacts and speaks to 
church groups, service clubs, local 
government units, and does the 
“advance work” of community 
education so that the Department of 
Mental Health will gain acceptance 
of its goal to place developmentally 
disabled individuals in group homes, 
or in foster homes. 

She discusses with these area 
groups the fundamental rights of the 
retarded, which are no different 
than the rights of anyone else. And 
one of those rights is to live in the 
community, in the least restrictive 
environment the person can handle. 

With court orders being handed 
out to reduce the population of such 
institutions as the Northville Center 
and the Plymouth Center for Human 
Development, the effort to place 
retarded persons in community 
homes is increasing.

Congressmen sponsor higher education bill 


Congressman William D. Ford iD- 
15th District) and 17 co-sponsors 
teve introduced legislation to re- 
authorize the Higher Education Act 
containing nearly $5 billion for the 
more than 11 million Americans 
attending the nation’s nearly 10,000 
colleges and universities. 

Ford is chairman of the House of 
Representatives’ Subcommittee on 
Postsecondary Education which has 
jurisdiction over programs which 
serve the entire higher education 
community, including 4-year 
colleges and universities, com- 
munity and junior colleges and 
preparatory schools. 


Primary changes in Congressman 
Ford s bill are aimed at providing 
more financial assistance for the 
growing number of adults pursuing 
higher education and at making it 
easier for young people to obtain and 
pay back college loans. 

“Nearly half of the 11,450,000 
Americans entering college this fall 
are older than the traditional 18-22 
age bracket,” Congressman Ford 
pointed out. “They include millions 
of older Americans seeking ex- 
panded horizons or more 
marketable job skills — veterans, 
housewives, widows, divorcees, 
middle-aged men looking for new 


careers, workers displaced by 
technology or laid off for other 
reasons.” 

The first section of Congressman 
Ford’s bill is called Education 
Outreach, consolidating many 
programs which focus on the needs 
of adults. 

“We also are for the first time, 
proposing guaranteed loans to the 
parents of younger college 
students,” Congressman Ford said. 
“In the past, such loans have been 
made only to the students, often 
burdening them with economic 
problems as they struggle to repay 
the money during their low income 


early years in the job market. 

“To help solve this problem for 
young people who do seek their own 
college loans, we are proposing a 
new payback system which will 
enable them to consolidate all their 
federally insured college-aid loans. 
They will then have only one 
payment each month, and this can 
be based on their incomes — the 
payments rising as their incomes 
rise.” 

Both these new features — 
guaranteed loans to parents and a 
simplified payback system — are 
expected to reduce the rate of 
student loan defaults, Congressman 
Ford said 


Right to know about medications 
surveyed in consumers' seminars 


The individual’s right and need to 
know about medications he or she 
buys over the counter or through 
prescription is the subject of the first 
of a series of consumer awareness 
lectures, sponsored by the Oakwood 
Hospital Department of Pharmacy 
Services. 

Doris Fishman, assistant director 
of pharmacy at Oakwood, will talk 
about “Medications: The Con- 
sumer’s Right and Need to Know” at 
7:30 p.m. Sept. 19 in the hospital 
auditorium. 

Admission is free and the public is 
invited to attend. 

The responsibility of giving the 
consumer information about 


medication lies with the physician, 
pharmacist and the consumer, 
according to Miss Fishman. 

“If nobody gives the information 
to the consumer, then he has a 
responsibility to ask for it.” 

Her presentation will set the tone 
for the series of six lectures that are 
scheduled monthly through next 
March. 

“Our basic aim is to educate the 
consumer,” said P. T. Paulson, 
director of Oakwood’s Pharmacy 
Department. “We want to help the 
customer know how to buy 
medications and how to use them.” 

Future lectures will be concerned 
with the advertising of medications, 


cough and cold remedies, generic 
drugs, the differences in pain 
medicines and consequences of 
mixing medications and alcohol. 
The storage of medications will be 
one of the topics in Miss Fishman’s 
lecture. 

“The medicine chest in the 
bathroom is the single worst place to 
store medications,” she said. “The 
high humidity from steam buildup 
during a shower or bath, for 
example, causes medications, such 
as aspirin, to deteriorate and lose 
their effectiveness.” 

Reading— or rather, correctly 
interpreting — labels on prescrip- 
tions or directions on over-the- 


counter medications is another 
aspect that Miss Fishman will 
cover. 

The possible reactions from taking 
more than one medication at a time, 
the methods of taking medications, 
and the unsuspected hazards in non- 
prescription medications are other 
topics that Miss Fishman will speak 
about. 

Prior to joining the Oakwood 
staff, Miss Fishman was an 
assistant professor of clinical 
pharmacy for four years at the 
University of Houston College of 
Pharmacy She holds a bachelor s 
degree in pharmacy from the 
University of Wisconsin. 


Of prison in Rockwood 

SEM COG's RC-2 opposes site 


Tbe tiny Wayne County com- 
munity of Rockwood has gained the 
support of a grant review committee 
of the Southeast Michigan Council of 
Governments (SEMCOG) in op- 
posing the construction of a 560-bed 
state prison within its city limits. 

SEMCOG’s Regional 
Clearinghouse Review Committee 
voted to oppose the State Depart- 
ment of Corrections’ plan to build a 
regional prison facility in Rock- 
wood because the state “did all of its 
planning in a vacuum” and did not 
""adequately consider the adverse 
economic impact on the city.” 

The committee, composed en- 
tirely of elected officials from the 
region, charged the state would be 
taking “the only land left in Rock- 
wood suitable for industrial 
development,” which would cause 
indue economic hardship on its 
people since there would be no way 
for its tax base to grow. 

Following lengthy, and sometimes 
emotional testimony from Rock- 
wood city officials and responses 
from state corrections department 
officials, the committee, known as 
RC2, gave a unanimous negative 
review to the proposed Rockwood 
prison project. 

Although the committee has no 
enforcement powers, it was created 
to review proposed controversial 
projects in the region and pass its 
comments along to appropriate 
federal and state authorities. 

In this case, the negative com- 
ments will be sent to the Michigan 
Qivironmental Review Board in 
Lansing for consideration. The 
board will make its recom- 
mendation to Gov. William Milliken, 
who will make the final decision. 

The committee also proposed that 
the State Legislature create a 
“regional corrections siting board”, 
similar to the siting board created 
mder the Hazardous Waste Act, to 
insure that all parties receive a fair 
hearing in determining where some 
21 new prisons are to be located 
state-wide within the next 40 to 50 
years. In the region, the state 
presently is considering Rockwood, 
two prisons in Detroit and one 
already planned for Northville. 
About 10 new and existing prisons 
may eventually be located in 
southeast Michigan, state officials 
said. 

State officials estimate that the 
prison site, located about one mile 
from the heart of Rockwood, would 
be purchased from a private owner 
for $590,000 with the facility itself 
costing approximately $30 million. 

Luella R. Burke, a program 


analyst with the Michigan Depart- 
ment of Corrections, told the 
committee that under the new 
regional prison system, the state is 
attempting to locate prisoners near 
their homes and families. Currently, 
80 percent of the population in 
Michigan prisons comes from 
southeast Michigan. 

Although Burke added that 
prisons had positive long-range 
economic impact on communities, 
Rockwood officials thoroughly 
dsputed the state’s claim that there 
would be any benefit to their com- 
munity. 

“Taking this land from us would 
literally destroy this city,” Rock- 
wood Mayor Dan Kolhagen testified. 
“We are the smallest city the state 
has ever considered for a prison, and 
the negative financial impact would 
be devastating. 

“We have no other property left 
for commercial and industrial 
development which we desperately 
need to maintain our schools and 
community services. We have 


patiently followed the development 
of our master plan, and now just 
when industrial growth is moving 
downriver towards Rockwood, the 
state is moving in to snatch the very 
land — the only land left — that 
would give us a healthy, viable 
community.” 

Kolhagen said that the state is 
offering $5,000 more in federal 
revenue sharing money than the city 
presently is receiving in property 
tax from the site. 

“But the site is a prime industrial 
location, with two railroads and 
access to 1-75,” he said. “It has the 
potential to generate more than 
$500,000 annually in local property 
taxes.” 

Kolhagen said the city would have 
problems with declining property 
values, road improvements and 
police resources. Just to hire one 
additional police officer, he said, 
would cause the city to raise taxes 


by two mills. 

Rockwood officials further 
charged that Rockwood was being 
ised as the state’s guinea pig in its 
regional prison experiment. RC2 
committee members agreed with 
Rockwood’s position. 

Wayne County Community 
College Trustee James R. Mc- 
Cartney at the meeting introduced a 
motion to use SEMCOG as a regional 
pool of local elected officials which 
would serve as a vehicle for 
developing corrections policy for the 
region. 

McCartney’s motion, which 
passed, will be sent to SEMCOG’s 
Legislative Committee for action. 
From there, the proposal goes to 
SEMCOG’s 37-member Executive 
Committee, which meets Sept. 28, 
and then to SEMCOG’s Oct. 26 
General Assembly meeting where 
9ome 150 local elected officials 
would vote on the matter.

couragement to work with local 
governments in solving urban 
problems. 

In a statement to his colleagues in 
the House, Congressman Ford 
noted: “I believe this bill represents 
a broad consensus of the most ef- 
fective ways to strengthen and 
improve the programs authorized by 
the Higher Education Act. It in- 
corporates the recommendations 
and best thinking of the higher 
education community as well as 
many members of the House.” 

Just one year ago, Congressman 
recalled, he invited 61 organizations, 
associations and governmental 
bodies to submit recommendations 
for the re-authorizing legislation. 
Virtually all responded with a wide 
range of ideas. 

In the past four months, the 
Postsecondary Education Sub- 
committee has held 33 hearings with 
244 witnesses, both in Washington 
and throughout the nation. 

“We heard from a broad cross- 
section of education experts and 
professionals, as well as 27 student 
witnesses,” Congressman Ford 
said. “We considered recom- 
mendations from the Ad- 
ministration, from members of the 
House, and from members of the 
Senate.” 

One of the witnesses was Senator 
Edward M. Kennedy, who spoke on 
behalf of the direct parent-loan 
program. 

Congressman Ford said he ex- 
pects the legislation to come before 
the House of Representatives for 
action sometime next month.

The 6 percent increase is a cost recovery and any administrative overhead 
will be absorbed by the Township, as explained by the Auditor and the 
Engineer. , 

Discussion was held regarding a Van Buren Township - City of Romulus; 
Hannan Road Water Agreement. Final figures on the cost of this project are 
not complete at this time but the division of cost would be that General 
Motors would pay one half of the cost and the remaining one hald would be 
split by Van Buren Township and the City of Romulus. 

Motion Hall, support Maton to approve Lhe concept of the Joint Water 
Agreement for Van Buren Township and the City' of Romulus for Hannan 
Road if the cost is not prohibitive. CARRIED 

Motion Craven, support Hall to approve the Engineers to design the ex- 
tension of the Tyler Road watermain and emergency cross over at Huron 
River Drive. CARRIED 

Motion Maton, support Craven to use the additonal amount of funds from the 
CDBG program as follows: $2500 for the Parking Lot extras, $500 for up- 
dating of Fire Station No. 3 and the remainder of the $27,927. for Ad- 
ministrative Costs related to the Dam Project. CARRIED. 

Motion Craven, support Maton to direct the Auditor and the Water Depart- 
ment Head to set a procedure to determine a surcharge to be placed on any 
bill received from Wayne County plus a 10 percent administrative fee for the 
Non-Residential Pollution Surveillance Program and return a recom- 
mendation to the Board. CARRIED. 

Engineer Levine reported on this meeting with Commissioner Youngblood 
regarding rear yard drain maintenance. According to a Drain Act, Chapter 
20 the Drain Commissioner can assess $800 a mile for maintenance of 
Drains. If Van Buren Township would guarantee any costs over and above 
the $800 per mile that the Drain Commissioner can assess Mr. Youngblood, 
upon being petitioned to do so by the Township, would maintain the drains up 
to the $800 limit he could assess the property ow ners. 

At present because of this problem of responsibility for the drains the Wayne 
County Road Commission will not sign the necessary papers for the com- 
pletion of the Terra Del Lago Subdivision 

Supervisor Cullin stated that the Township has no business in the drain 
business, we have no authority for it and no money for it. The Township does 
not do inspections or approval of drain, this is done by the Wayne County 
Road Commission. The responsibility should be in the hands of those that 
inspect and approve If the Township at this time should take this respon- 
sibility, even on a partial basis, the result coudd be total responsibility which 
could result in financial disaster. No one can estimate what costs over a long 
period of time would be for these drains. 

Motion Hall, support Weltv to have the Township Attorney research our 
legal position regarding drains and the possibility of changing the policy, 
that the Drain Commission has at this time. CARRIED. 

Engineer Levine will return to the Drain Commissioner and research other 
methods for the solution of this problem, such as direct contact for the ex- 
cess monies between the Drain Commission and the individual property 
owners. 

Motion Hall, support Welty to receive and file the Police Department 
Report, Fire Department No. 1 and No. 2 Reports, Dog Warden Report and 
the Budgetary Report. CARRIED. 

Motion Domen, support Maton to approve the Water & Sewer Department 
and General Fund Voucher List as presented plus the additional sheet 

received. CARRIED. . . . . 

Gerk Craven announced that the Lemontree Condominiums have requested 
to erect Sea Walls and if the Board has no objections a hold harmless 
agreement will be entered into with them for this purpose. 

Supervisor Cullin announced the Retirement Party for Joe Rafalski will be 
held October 27 and tickets are $12.50 a person Tickets are available from 
her office. Trustee Welty of Trustee Domen. Dinner - Music - and Set-ups 
plus a Gift for Officer Rafalski are included in the ticket price. 


Motion Domen, support Craven to adjourn. CARRIED.

Moscow Fair 


How long must one bang one’s head against the wall before the 
realization comes that it hurts? 

How long must the U.S. continue to pretend that the Soviets are 
Just plain folk, before we realize they are not, at least the Soviet 
government is not. 

Two weeks ago, The Association of American Booksellers 
joined with colleagues from around the world to meet in Moscow 
for the annual World Book Fair. 

Who selected Moscow, or even why that city was chosen at all 
for this get-together remains a valid question, given the Soviet’s 
well-documented disdain for freedom of any type, let alone 
freedom of speech or of the press. But for whatever reason, 
Moscow was selected, and for whatever reason, the Russians 
again lived up to their reputation, and decided they could not 
allow several books to be displayed at the fair, lest they corrupt 
the country. 

That Moscow and its officials censored the Book Fair’s 
collection of ma terial, should have come as no surprise. 

That Moscow’s censorship was disorganized and inefficient, 
should have come as no surprise. 

But that the world’s booksellers chose Moscow in the first place 
is a surprise. 

Perhaps the purveyors of the written word simply wanted to 
make a point. The point being that despite its protestations to be 
countrary, Moscow and Russian officials still fear the 
dissemination of unlimited dialogue. 

If the booksellers wanted to make a point, they did. At the cost 
of unrestricted dialogue between the authors of the world, the 
book fair once again showed the world what the real Russian 
philosophy looks like. 

If the Fair had hoped for unrestricted access to the world’s 
markets in Moscow, they failed. 

And they failed to even attract substantial support in opposition 
to the treatment they received at the hands of the Russians. 

We can’t help but wonddr where the Jane Fondas, Tom Fondas, 
Jerry Browns, and Ralph Naders were during this absurd 
demonstration of Russian paranoia. 

But then again, one must choose one’s causes carefully, mustn’t 
one?

Dear Senator Levin: 


The following column was first published on 
March 15 of this year. 

For reasons he explains, Senator Levin *s 
response was delayed. Because of that delay, 
this column is reprinted 4o provide the basis 
for his reply which is printed below . ED. 

Dear Senator: 

Congratulation on your election to the U.S. 
Senate. 

I have never written to you before, but I have 
addressed many of my comments and concerns 
to other elected officials who have gone before. 
Either they never received my letters, or their 
franking budget had been exceeded (if that is 
possible), and they were unable to reply. 

Now, perhaps I should explain that I do not 
consider myself a chronic complainer. I do on 
occasion assume a rather rigid position on some 
subjects of importance, but, by-and-large, I am 
fair beyond reasonable expectations. 

Like most Americans, I only reluctantly make 
the decision to write my elected representative. I 
have been told on more than one occasion that 
“under our representative form of government, I 
elect someone to represent me, not someone to 
mirror my opinion.” 

While I do not agree with that premise en- 
tirely, I am outnumbered and must retire on that 
point in the face of your overwhelming ad- 
vantage. But to the point. 

At a time when most Americans are in the 


process of again tightening their belts to deal 
with the latest assault on their pocketbooks by 
both inflation and Washington spending, an 
article appeared in one of the Metro papers. 

That article chronicled the efforts of your 
colleagues in the pursuit of bolstering the morale 
ot the American people in the rface of bad 
economic news. 

In the face of those nasty unpatriotic rumors of 
upending recession, our elected members of 
Congress have once again demonstrated that 
“there is nothing to fear but fear itself." 

To prove the stability of our government and 
the capacity of our government printing presses, 
you have provided yourselves with an im- 
pressive list of regal ‘perks’ which must dispell 
any concern over our economy. 

You and your colleagues have provided 
yourselves with personal airline ticket offices,

For instance, in Detroit we owned a beautiful 
three-story house with four bedrooms and three 
baths, all worth $50,000. For the same amount in 
Washington, I would have had a basement with 
three cots and hot and cold running roaches in 
the outhouse. 

And to make matters worse, when I voted 
against lifting the extra-income restriction on 
senators, my wife not only cut back my 
allowance — she made me sleep in the outhouse. 

All kidding aside, we are working hard here in 
the Senate. Most senators serve on three com- 
mittees and about nine subcommittees — most of 
which are meeting during sessions on the Senate. 
Consequently, a senator is constantly rushing 
from committee meetings to the Senate floor. 

There are no set hours for meals and usually 
sessions and committee meetings go right 
through the lunch hour, so it isn’t unusual to see 
us eating on the run instead of dining in the 
middle of the afternoon. 

Our offices get hundreds of phone calls each 
day and many more hundreds of pieces of mail. 
We also get numerous visitors wishing to meet 
their senators in person. 

So although it would seem that welead leisurely 
lives, enjoying our gymnasiums and shops, the 
time constraints placed upon us are very real. 
We are often expected to be in two or three 
places at once. 


We also must maintain contact with our home 
states and stay in tune with our constituents, so 
visits back home are often packed with as many 
events as in Washington. 

I am trying to point out that you have a 
legitimate claim about senators having access to 
all of the things you mentioned in your column. 
The perks are here. But it is not quite the way 
you painted it, tongue-in-cheek or not. 

Personally, I have been busy with many 
things: the Panama Canal implementation bill, 
SALT II hearings. I recently introduced a syn- 
thetic fuel bill to try to start the country moving 
toward the use of synthetics instead of oil. I have 
also held hearings on toxic waste problems in 
Michigan. 

You closed your letter by saying that I was 
probably too busy or could not afford to write 
back. You also asked if I could arrange for a 
guest pass in the Senate sauna and a free meal. 
Well, I hope I have restored your faith in 
politicans by taking the time (finally) to write 
back (you said no other politician has returned 
your letters before.) 

I don’t know if I can get you into the Senate 
sauna unless you pretend to be a senator by 
launching into oratory at the drop of a hat, but 
you are more than welcome to share my press 
secretary’s lunch. Be forewarned, however. 
With what I pay him, he brown bags it. 

P.S. Please send 15 cents to cover the cost of 
postage. We all have to bite the bullet, you know.

Claiming it is time the Supreme Court 
paid less attention to “spirits” and more to 
the “cjear meaning of plain English, 0 
Utah Senator Orrin G. Hatch has launched 
a one-man crusade to win re-enactment of 
the landmark 1964 Civil Rights Act. 

The only substantial change that would 
be made in the law banning discrimination 
based on “race, color, religion, sex, or 
national origin” would be the addition of 
the phrase “and we mean it this time.” 

The unusual legislative action was made 
necessary, he said, by the Supreme 
Court’s decision upholding racial quotas in 
a case known as United Steelworkers v. 
Weber. In that decision, a majority of the 
court decided that the “spirit” of the 1964 
Act permitted an apprentice hiring 
program which provided a preference to 
individuals on the basis of their skin color. 

The particular bargaining agreement in 
question reserved 50 percent of the 
openings in apprentice craft training 
programs to blacks working in a plant — 
even though the plant had no previous 
history of racial discrimination in its 
hiring policies. 

Spirit or no spirit, the language of the 
1964 Act specifically forbids such singling 
out on the basis or race, says the Senator. 

“Three separate sections of the 1964 
Civil Rights Act state in as clear language 
as any legislative body is probably ever 
likely to agree upon that employers cannot 
hire or fire people simply because of the 
color of their skin,” Senator Hatch said. 
‘ The Court’s majority even admitted that 


neither the specific language of those three 
sections, nor the legislative history nor 
precedent of the law mitigated on behalf of 
their decision. 

“Thus, the Court’s majority relied upon 
a tortured construction based their con- 
jecture about the ‘spirit’ of the law. If the 
Court insists upon making law on the basis 
of these ’spirits,’ instead of the plain 
language of the statutes passed by 
Congress, we will be left with the cruel 
irony of a noble law written to ban forever 
the blight of racial bigotry being used to 
justify new forms of government- 
sanctioned discrimination. 

“I was encouraged by Justice Blaek- 
mun’s admission that, if he and his black- 
robed colleagues are wrong, the Congress 
can always correct them. After re-reading 
the original law, I doubt that any ban of 
racial discrimination could ever again be 
so well and precisely stated. 

“Recognizing the Court’s willingness to 
be corrected and the beauty of the original 
language. I am today introducing a bill 
that restates that language with two ad- 
dendums: Section 1 of my bill restates 
section 703(a) of the 1964 Act and adds at 
the end the provision: ‘and we mean it this 
time.’ Section 2 restates section 703(e) and 
notes that it ‘accurately and faithfully 
reflects the spirit in which Congress acts in 
approving it.”' 

Maybe the second time the message will 
sink in.

Know 

your 

laws 


(This is one in a series of public 
service articles, explaining, in 
general terms, a provision of 
Michigan law Individuals who wish 
to determine the effect of any law on 
their private legal affairs should 
consult with a private attorney.)

Michigan is a national leader in 
assuring equal rights for han- 
dicapped individuals. Michigan’s 
Handicappers’ Civil Rights Act 
provides that handicapped persons 
cannot be discriminated against 
when looking for jobs, housing or 
when entering public places or 
educational facilities. 

The law applies to persons with 
visual, hearing or mobility im- 
pairments, as well as to persons with 
mental and physical characteristics 
which are not readily apparent as a 
handicap. 

For example, Michigan 
restaurants cannot refuse to admit 
persons in wheelchairs. Because 
visual impairments are defined by 
the law as a handicap, employers 
cannot refuse to hire a person with 
such an impairment unless the 
impairment affects the person’s 
ability to do a specific job. 

The chief goal of the act is to 
require employers, landlords and 
business owners to make decisions 
concerning employment, leasing or 
admission to public establishments 
on an individualized rather than a 
stereotyped basis. 

Under the law, an educational 
institution may not refuse admission 
to a handicapped person, if the 
handicap does not affect their ability

the retarded, and the fears and 
myths people have grown up 
-believing. 

She is trying to head off those 
potential problems before they 
happen, to “take another look” at 
the retarded people as people first, 
to create understanding before the 
site is picked and it becomes an 
emotional subject. 

She and other workers have talked 
to more than 1,400 people in the last 
eight months, been on television and 
used whatever means she can to 
reach residents in the western 
suburbs. 

Northville works in three areas of 
placement. First, foster care, where 
a family might choose to invite a 
retarded person into their own 
home. The center also is working on 
new' home construction for groups of 
six mentally retarded adults or less. 
The homes would be built in the 
community, where the clients would 
be able to get the benefit of living in 
a home and neighborhood, but with 


24-hour supervision and support 
services from the Department of 
Mental Health. 

Northville staffers have also 
begun to look for existing houses 
that they might renovate and use as 
group homes. 

But neither a new nor existing 
home has yet been opened by the 
unit, Ms. Horvath said. 

Once a site is found, and home 
built or renovated, the facility will 
have to be licensed by the Depart- 
ment of Social Services and also 
supervised by the Department of 
Mental Health. 

Individuals placed in the homes 
would be retarded adults from 
Plymouth Center and Northville, 
Ms. Horvath said. 

And while the unit is finding 
Homes, she will continue to explain 
the program wherever she can, 
using films, such as one recently 
donated by the Wayne-Westland 
Ministerial Association, to explode 
myths and fears about the 
developmentally disabled.

to use or benefit from the 
educational program or service. 

The law also prohibits 
discrimination against persons who 
use adaptive devices or aides such 
as wheelchairs, prostheses or 
eyeglasses. 

Complaints about handicapper 
discrimination should be directed to 
any Michigan Department of Civil 
Rights office

Vigna: 'Stevenson was better team ' 


Livonia Franklin Coach Armand Vigna is hoping that 
whatever caused his football team to malfunction at 
Stevenson Friday night isn’t infectious. ' 

“Stevenson was the better team,” Vigna said after his 
Patriots bowed to their cross-town, non-league rivals, 14-7. 
“They outplayed us. We looked bad on offense.” 

Whatever ailed Franklin must be cured by Friday when the 
Patriots take on improved Westland John Glenn Friday night 
for their Northwest Suburban Conference opener. 

“We’ve got to find some offense - that’s what our problem 
is,” the veteran mentor said. “We had 49 yards rushing 
against Stevenson, and you’re not going to win if you can’t 
establish a solid ground game.” 

And what about the Glenn-Franklin match-up? 

“We have both had problems in different areas of this 
game,” Vigna said. “We can’t generate an offense and their

September lawn 
and garden care 


There’s just no fighting it: the 
days are getting shorter and the 
gardening season is coming to a 
close. There’s still plenty to do, 
however. Michigan State University 
Extension specialists say the 
following law n and garden tasks are 
timely in September: 

— Spot seed bare spots in law ns 
with similar grass species. Before 
seeding, loosen the soil surface. 
Firm it afterward. Water daily — 
more than once, if necessary* to keep 
the soil surface moist — until 
seedlings are well established 

— Spray established lawns with 
law r n herbicide to rid them of 
broadleaved weeds. 

— Continue to water established 
lawns once a w'eek during dry 
weather. 

— Rake leaves as they fall to keep 
them from accumulating and 
matting on lawn areas. Chopped or 
ground leaves added to the compost 
pile will provide a supply of leafmold 
for mulch or soil improvement. 

—Plan to apply a pound of actual 
nitrogen per 1,000 square feet of 
lawn in early November after the 
season’s final mowing. A com- 
bination of slow- and fast-release 
fertilizers is best, but urea or am- 
monium nitrate is good. too.

— During dry periods, w r ater trees 
and shrubs, especially newly 
planted stock and evergreens. Send 
evergreens into winter well provided 
with moisture to prevent drying and 
browning of the foliage. 

— Continue to spray roses to 
control insects and diseases. 

— Do not fertilize roses, shrubs, 
trees and other woody ornamentals 
this month. Fertilizing now r could 
stimulate new growth that w r ould be 
susceptible to cold injury. Fertilize 
after plants are fully dormant and 
cola temperatures prevail to assure 
good growth next spring. 

— Plant shrubs, ground covers, 
evergreens and trees. Water 
thoroughly and mulch after plan- 
ting. Guy if necessary to prevent 
trees from being whipped by the 
wind. 

— Prune diseased, damaged or 
dead limbs from trees. 

— When night temperatures start 
hitting around 55 degrees F, bring in 
houseplants that spent the summer 
outdoors. Check plants for insect 
and disease problems and treat 
these first to prevent carrying them 
indoors, too. Be prepared for some 
leaf drop as plants adjust to lower 
light levels. 

— Harvest strawflowers for dried 
arrangements when the blossoms 
are about half open. 

— Dig and pot geraniums, coleus, 
fibrous- rooted begonias, impatiens, 
fuchsia and lantana. Cut the tops 
back by half and treat for insects 
before taking the plants indoors for 
the winter. 

— Keep picking the dead and 
fading blossoms from summer 
annuals. 

— Dig gladiolus corms; allow 
them to dry and remove the foliage 
Store in a cool, dry place in per- 
forated bags so air can circulate 
freely around them. 

— Dig tuberous begonias, dahlias, 
cannas and other tender perennials 
after frost has killed the tops. Cut off 
the foliage, leaving a short stub. 
Then store in damp sand or peat 
moss in a cool, dry storage place 
Check stored bulbs regularly and 
discard any w r ith mold, disease or 
insect damage 

— Plant peony, iris, day lily, phlox 
and other spring or summer 
blooming perennials. 

— Order spring flowering bulbs 
for planting outdoors later or forcing 
indoors

Parties for all age groups 
always center on goodies 


It can’t help but be fun 
to give a party for the 3- 
to 5-year-old set because 
they’re such fun 
themselves. Main thing 
to remember is to keep 
things simple and keep 


it small - not more than 
six children. Fun and 
games are mostly an 
extension of their 
nursery school or 
kindergarten play, and
